lieve. (''Qh, oh') They knew the 
origin of the story, and from where it 
was borrowed. (‘ No.") The prophetic 
mind took it ag it tuok the earlier story 
of Eden. He belicved in the evolutio. 
af Divine truth in the Old Testament, 
but if they agked if he believed in the 
‘iden swry og representing the origin 
of mankind he said he did not, nor did 
be believe in the historical truth of the 
Flood, 

The Archdeacon of Berkshire said 
when the Jaity heard of these things 
they would say, as they now thought, 
“The ciergy read ug things which they 
themaclves do not believe.’ If the Dean 
of Lincoln bad said before a popular 
nudience ‘anywhere what he had said to 
them, would not the effect have been to 
abake the confidence of English pcople 
in the Bible? (Hear, hear.) 

Canon Arnctt said large numbers of 
men were leaving not only the Church, 
fut Christianity, because they believed 
the clergy held Oid Testament stories on 
exactly the same lincs ag the storics of the 
New Testament. Another charge brought 


| agoinst them was that the clerfy ther- 
| wives did not belive in sume of the Old 


Seutament stories, but they had not the 
courage to say eo openly. 

It was decided on n vote to agre to 
the retention of the Old Testamen? re- 


'f ferences.

SOLDIERS AND PRAYERS FOR THE DEAD. 

A very large majority decided in 
favour of the insertion of Al! Souls’ 
Day in the Church Calendar. There was 
a deep instinct in humen nature in 
favour of it, Canon Baldwin sald, and 
people were thinking a great deal more 
about their dead than before, Onr 
soldicrs in France especially had been 
struck tremendously by the observance of, 
All Bonls’ Day. Morbid spiritualism’ 
was mow making great headway. 80 
strong wag the instinct of human nature 
that tho observances of prayer for the 
dead could not be stopped, but the 
Church should regulate it, 

The Dean of Lincoln said the great 
movement toward false spiritualism 
was immensely encouraged by the fact 
that the Ohurch did not appear to hava 
the courage of ite convictions. The 
Church was losing its leas theologically 
educated members to spifitualism be- 
cause the Church was not courageous 
enough to drop a few old Protestant, 
objections and boldly do what all did 
privately. . 

The Dean of Canterbury, who opposed, 
said an old idea prevailed that Saints 
wore a distinct class from Christiang in 
ordinary life. To introduce @ change 
which would put  gaintly mothers, 
fathers, and friends in a secondary clasy 
in heaven would be a. retrograde step. 

A long discussion took place on the 
retention of the Athanasian Creed in 
public worship. The committee's report 
made itg use on Trinity Sunday optional 
in place of the Apostles’ Creed. In sup- 
porting & proposal to make ite recita 
tion obligatory on at Jeast three Sundays 
in the year, Canon Maclean said thi 
the moment wag ‘a most solemn one’ 
for the Church of England. ‘‘ We can- 
not look forward to going down into 
history ag the Convocation which Inid 
aside ong of the three great Creeds,” ho 
aid. 

WHAT THE MUSIC-HALLS ARE SINGING. 

“All the musichallg are singing ao 
song,” he added, “the principal line in 
which is ‘To hell with your creeds’ 
The song shows the beauty of believing 
what you like. Those who oppose this 
Creed are actuated by the highest mo. 
tives, but they are marching with a vory 
mixed assemblage.’”’ - 

This proposition was defeated by 5: 
votes to 24. . 

Qhenoellor Hay Aitken said he could 
not repeat the Athanasian Creed with 
out telling o distinct and definite lie. 

An amendment by the Arohdencon of 
Borkehirg that the recital be made obli- 
Ratory on Trinity Bunday was logt by 
one vote, 44 voting for and 45 against. 

In discussing the proposal to omit the 
Collects for tho King from tho prayers 
and thanksgivings wpon sovoral occa- 
sions, tho Dean of Canterbury pointed 
Sut that theso followed the Ton Com- 
mnndmonta in tho Praver Book, and tho 
groat function of tho King wag to uphold 
the Ten Commandments. “ Thero never 
was o timo,” he ssid, “when it was 
more important to bring recognition af 
authority and obedience to authority 
before tho poople. Tho ong grent thing 
tho country has to Inmont to-day is tho 
loss of revorenco of tho authority of the 
King. In theay days, in which unsett- 
ling movomenty and thought arc among: 


tho noople, I should be sorry to omit} 


anything that will maintain authority 
in the eyet of the people at large.” 


Although declaring that there ‘‘ never 
wag a more loyal old Tory,’ Canon 
.Wovud supported the proposal to omit 
them, because, he said, “ We ure over 
toaded with prayers for the King.”’ 

LABOUR UN EST. 

The present industrial Lnrest was dis. 
cussed al some length in the Upper 
Mouse. The Bishop of 
moved : 


Peterborough 


That the serious situation which ob 
tafis in the ind@ustrial warld at bome, 
and which, if further aggravated, might: 
go far to rob the nation of the fruits of 
its victory, calls for drastic action on 
the part of adl,whose aim is to establish 
a new followship betaveen those who are 
engaged in industry. We desire to re- 
cord our conviction that the root of the 
difficulty is moral and spiritual; that 
the problem can only be solved by com 
plete franknesa between both sides; by a 
willingness for new adventures in com 
radeship on the part of employers (as, for 
example, in admitting the workers to a 
larger share in the management); and 
also a new readiness for conciliation and 
restraint on the part of the workers. We 
believe that this will be reached, not aa 
much by economic necessity ag in response 
to a spiritual appeal.” 


A great reaction, he said, in the temper 
of the nation when the war was over was 
inevitable. In the war we had had ex- 
traordinary demonstration of the effects 
of force, and thie had captured the minds 
of the Bolshoviks. But it was this very 
use of. force for material and not moral 
ends that provoked the war. Having 
kicked Prussianism out of the front door, 
it must not be admitted at the back. Tho 
Minister of Labour did not properly 
répresent the interests of Libour. Tho 
recent Tube strike, if the humun aspect 
of the matter had considered, might 
have been avoided. There shouldbe a 
pence conference to determine the organ- 
isation of indastry at home. 


The Bishop of Lichfield acconded. 


The Bishop¥of Hereford moved an 
amedment to rsibetitute the following for 
the-latter portion of the resolution :— 

“This House carnestly hopes that the 
organised associations of employers and 
working-men will co-operate Frankly with 
the Government in secking a permanent 
solution of the dangerous problem of 
industrial: unrest on lines of justice and 


sound * conomy, and pled, itself to 
caer Fifa iatuence in ihe seine dires- 
jon. 


In doing so the Bishop declared that 
miners lived an isolated life, and did 
not in the least realise what the effect 
of their industry had upon a hundred 
other industries, Tho conditions of the 
miner’s work condemned him to a habit 
of irresponsibility, which hardly had a 
parallel in any other body of organised 
workers, The minera must stand with the 
Tost of the nation, and th 


ey must play 
fie game. “You cannot have an Al 
bottom,”” he 


with « C3 morality at the 
leclared. " 
* The Bishop of Birmingham, seconding, 
aaid that there waa o desire at the pre- 
sent time among the working-classca to 
have as little work a8 possible.

LONDON AFOOT. 
THE WAY ROUND. 
[BY A SUBURBAN., 


At the 
thereof you go dawn into the 
Tube. The modernists, that is, do so, for 
we still have an aristocracy whom some 
en) the Old 
Gang who go in as they were taught when 
they came over with the Conqueror by 
steam train. But the vulgar herd, such 
as 1 am, gocs violently down the atecp 
hill into the Tube. There was a time long 
ago when we capected the mechanism of 
our suburb to work. Apart, as insurance 
policies say, from the act of Ged, in the 
shape of fog or snow, we had trains, 
‘buscs, and trams to our desire, But the 
last few years have taught us to be sur- 
prised at nothing in the behaviour of our 
transport. It is plainly as unreliable as 
a cook with a temperament. For six 
months it will behavo well, and in the 
seventh it will be discovered, about break- 
fast-time, in a state of coma on the 
seullery floor. 

‘hey have al] had their strikes—Tabes, 
trains, trams, ’buecs—though hitherto, as 
far og I remember, they have not all 
struck at the same time. Now thie has 
taught us a certain power of endurance. 
The soft suburban es used to in- 
convenience, as the race of cels to skin- 
ning. 1 have even heard of a Civil ser- 
vant, a man entitled by his profession 
to n life of case, who has learnt to walk 
his pensive way into Whitehall. 
when, at the bottom of the hill, we found 
our Tube’s doors closed, we paid its men 
their due of objurgation and went our 
improvised ways without confusion. Wo 
have ‘buses and we have trams which 
normally deal with a fraction of us, and 
at a pinch can take many more, not 
exuctly where they want to go, but there- 
abouts. A tram, in my experience, is a 
more elastic container than a ’bue, and 
offers less sncouragement to the use of 
your feet as points @appui. In times 
of streas, the tram for my moncy, always 
provided that you do not want to get 
out at any particular point short of its 
ultimate goa). 

With profound sympathy I witnessed 
the struggles of those who, desiring to 
emerge from the clotted mass of humanity 
within at sume intermediate point in the 

rim regions between inner ond outer 
fonda, strove and cried aloud but were 
borne on nevertheless. ‘' Minorities must 
suffer, It is the badge of all their tribe,” 
and it was a miserable and ultimately 
dishevelled minority who did not want 
to go the whole way with us. We sym- 

athised: with thom, to be sure. We were 
ull of sympathy in the tram for every, 
body but the strikers, But what could 
one do? Short of opening a thorough- 
fare through one’s own Vitals, there was 
no means of letting them out, so well end 
truly were wo packed. 
FAVOURITES OF FORTUNE. 

That is how we came into the city from 
our suburb, feeling rather stern and 
heroic, When we began to comprre notes 
with friends and colleagues whose homes 
aro at other ends of the town, we dis- 
covered we were the favourites of fortune. 
Only one of our systems of transport was 
out of action, The western suburbs had 
lost two, both tube and railway, and, hav- 
ing no trams, they were left with nothing 
but ‘buses. The scenes in France last 
spring, when refugees crowded all the 
roads, so said these hardy travellers, were 
played once more in Hanmnersmith-broad- 
way. From Ealing and from Obiswiok. 
from Acton, Barnes, and Sheen (it is 
not my foult. if the names go into the 
rhythm of a Macaulav ballad), ‘‘ from all 
the ppacious suburbs thereto men took 
their flight.” And the District Railway 
received them with shut doors and a 
guard of police. ‘The Metropolitan trama 
were running for you if you wanted to 
go where they would take you, but if not 
it was the "bus, and the ‘bus is not an 
elastic vehicle. So one heard strange 
tales of the devices uxed to get on those, 
insufficient ‘buses: how one who had come 
in by means of a friendly motor from 
Barnes to Hanunersmith walked back to 
Barnes again to catch a ’bus at its start- 
ing-point; how another who had walked 
from Ealing to Hammersmith, walked on 
to Kensington, and went back to Rich- 
mond by ‘bus in oder to usc the same 
“bus to get into town. Better to hear 
about than to do. Worst of all for those 
to whom ‘bus fares are a_ considerable 
matter, women and girls who make both 
ends mect round war-time prices by 
ueans of season-tickets, and, thanks to 
tho strikers, find themeelvos a shilling a 
day or so out of pocket. For we are 
vow arrived at conditions when o strike 
in London means o strike of the well- 
paid ogeinst the poorer folk. : 

And that explains the twofold strain, 
of public feeling. Nevor was there a 
strike causing such discomfort, which 
people faced with such a jovial resolu- 
tion to make the best of it. Never in 
the memory of London was there a strike 
which people mot with such determina- 
tion to fight it. There was no optimism 
to be found. Placidly people accepted 
the threats of our mushroom dictators to 
bring out theso.men and those men, and 
atop every sort of transport. When some- 
body tried to blackmai] tho Duke of Well- 
‘1 ton by throntening to publich private 
& «rs, he had thie answer, ‘ Dear Bir 
—‘ublish and be d—<, ‘Wollington.” 
Aud that is the mood of the long-suffer- 
ing Londoner. Ho is ready for anything 
but choourngement to tho intuous, spoilt- 
child tomper which pestors him with those 
recurring strikes,

PROBLEMS OF THE PEACE, 
CONFERENCE. 


INTERNATIONAL LABOUR. 
{Nx AIR. E. J, DILLON] 


Conclusive testimony to the powerful 
stress of political tendency that takog ils 
rise in the labour movement is borne by 
the high place allotted by the Confer 
ency in its first session to legislation on 


}the subject of international labour, and 


the weight which phe framers of the pro- 
aeanine: tvidently attach tg it. The 
object of the statutes which will be 
framed, and doubtless passed, is twofald 
--frst. the maintenancg during the tran- 
sitional economic erisis with which the 
world ig threatened of all those checks 
and restrictions on unfair competition, 
excessive hours of work, and empleyment 
of children, which were accepted by the 
various nations in normal times; and 
secondly, the conservation of the prin 
ciple that labour shall in future secure 
-for satisfactory economic conditions not 
mérely national, but international sanc- 
tion.’ Thig implicit admission that the 
realisation of a League of Nations is out 
of the question without the active co- 
operation of labour marks a consider- 
ab'e advance in the political conceptions 
of Eurepean statesmen, but whether the 
practical conclusions they will draw from 
it will be deemed adcquaic by the class 
most interested, which insists on uplift- 
ing its own voice and formuldting its 
own postulates, is duubtful. What the 
step nuw taken really means is that ¢he 
statesmen, having had contac; with the 
masses and awakened to the trend of 
popular movements, are endeavouring to 
accomplish, by timely legislation, the par. 
tiat reforms which a revolution would 
more thoroughly, yet wastefulty, aehieve 
by force. , 
CRITICAL QUEBTIONS. 

Whether this instalment of a settlement 
which, to be adequaic, ought Ww have a 
much broader basis, will take the wind 
out of the Labour party's sails and re- 
concile it to the new political order of 
things, which so far agrees with the old 
that it recognises the need for a per- 
petuation of military and naval forees 
for defence against aggression and. for 
the occupation of enemy territory, it 
woutd be rash to &ffirm or-deny. The 
Conference proposes tv begin by vbtain- 
ing the views of each Government as to 
the most suitable composition of the pom. 
mittee tu which the study of problems 
capable of being dealt with by interna. 
tioral legislation might fitly be confided. 
Among matters already deemed ripe for 
such treatment are determination of the 
hourg of labour throughoug the globe, 
and the conditions of work which shall 
be declared intolerable and treated as 
guch. .How many hours workmen may be 


atlowed to toil without exposing ir 


employers to penalties which will be 
decreed against sweaters will apparently 
be determined, not in the abstract, but 
coiigruously with the varying productive 
capacity of the: workman, according to

pressure on the country. Respecting 
Japan’s views I have no positive informa. 
tion, bug I am disposed to belicve*that, 
having secured lucrative Far Eastern 
markets, and made costly arrangements 
for supplying them at prices advantage: 
ous to buyer and seller, she wouldd re. 
quire poten, motives before acquiésding 
in o series of limitations established at 
the instance of her competitors, and per- 
haps without sufficieng knowledge of ther 
special requirements and peculiar difi- 
cultics. Moreover, any international 
Labour code worthy of the name, aad 
capable of satisfying tho European de- 
Mooracies, presupposes an international 
vigilance bureau, whose efforts would be 
bent towards the discovery of violatioua 
of the statutes, and whose interventiun 
would he resented by the Government, cf 
the peoples concerned. 

A PRESSING NEED. 

These anticipatory criticisms, howeves, 
should not discourage praisoworthy en- 
deavours, which to be successful need. 
only to be thorough. ‘The dangerous fer: 
meng nus geing forward in the Labour 
world throughout Europe is nog likely 
to subside until a great change has 
place, not merely in the materia] 
tions in which the individual now wo: 
lives, and maintaing his family, but in 
all the complex relationg between him 
and his entployer, between the centres of 
Production and the means of traneport 
to home and foreign markets, between tho 
producer and consumer, between the 
labouring milliong and the leisured thon- 
sands. oubtless, the Conference feels 
ea'led upon to make a beginning, and be- 
lieves the remainder of tho enterprise 
may safely be ‘lef, to some permanent 
international board whose function will 
be gradually, as cach problem becomes 
tipe for aclution,<tostatry the reform] 
further until a eystematic and radical 
chango of labour ‘¢conditiona has boen 
efiected. Whather this ompirie mode of 
approaching the subject asa purely prac 
tieal question, withou, reference to tho! 
brond principle’ of chish it is hug an} 
isolated application, will commend jtsalf 
to those who have pressed it upog the 
Govornments, is to me doubtful.

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THE MASTER SPY OF 
GERMANY. 


KUPPERLE, A FRIEND OF THE 
KAISER 


The prince of the German secret servioe 
was undoubtedly Captain von Kupforle 
who hanged himself with a handkerchief 
at Brixton Prison while awaiting trial 
at the Old Bailey. 

Kupferle, a fair-complexioned, clean- 
shaven, young-looking man, was attactied 
to German Main Hendquarters during 
the battles of the Marne aud the Aisne. 
He was a brilliant linguist. and had 
written extensively in Germany before 
the outbreak of war. He was also an in- 
timate personal friend of the Kaiser and 
yon Tirpitz, and it was expressly atthe 
invitation of the arch-pirate that he 
undertook a mission of cspionage to this 
country. 

4 TRIP £0 AMEMICA. 

Kupferle bad set his heart on ascor- 
taining news of the movements of the 
British Grand Fleet, and with this end 
in view he worked his passage md Hol- 
land io America, returning in a liner 
which gave him an opportunity of seeing 
the strength not only of the Atlantic 
patrols, but also the disposition of naval 
units off the Irish coasi. From Queena- 
town he journeyed to Liverpool, and 
-thence to London. 

Scotland-yard then took a hand in the 
game, and from that moment Kupferle 
was a marked man. A watchful eye kept 
him continually under observation until 
the moment came to arrest him. Kup- 
ferle was astounded when a quict-looking 
English detective took him into custody 
at an hotel near Victoria Station. 

“Iam ne spy,” he protested as he was 
conveyed to Scotland-yard. The Ad- 


miralty Intelligence Department, how-. 


ever, had seoured overwhelming evidence 
against him. Later he showed his band, 
and made a complete confession. It 
transpired that he was the able lieutenant 
of Count von Bernsdorff, and documents 
discovered subsequently left no doubt as 
to the extent of his activities in Great 
Britain and Ireland. The spy lost his 
ceuson while at Brixton, and rather than 
face death in the Tower of Lomdon he 
destroyed himself. 
SPECIAL UELLS. 

“The greatest care was also taken to 
see that tho apies never, under any cif- 
cumstances, ked or communicated in 
any other way with each other. They 
Were accordingly placed in specially con- 
structed cells, the furniture in which oon- 
sisted of a mattress with oo sheets, and 
only_a few books to read.

Then I entered a certain cel 
to find the spy ppParently fast asleep. i 
left the cell and locked the door. I went 
away, and after some time it dawned on 
me: that the only system by which the 
spies could communicate was by means 
of the Morse code. My deductions were 
sorrect, for a few days, later I found one 
of the Kaiser's chosen agents tapping the 

ot-air pipe. . 

“The man who caused me all this an- 
Royance was a distinguished German offi- 
ser who had an energetic career in several 
theatres of war. 

WHAT WE KNEW. 

“He confessed that he had @btained 
most valuable information regafding Bri- 
tish submarine bases and so on, and to 
convince me of his sources he voluntecred 
@ statement which would help our own 
Admiralty. I duly communicated his 
statement, and when I told him later that 
the British naval authorities knew as 
much as he did-and a little pif more, he 
was much astonished. ‘AN; ‘then,’ he 
said, ‘ you're not quite so bad I 
thought.’ 7 

“Phere were few apies among the Ger- 
man waiters. In fact, I have never beard 
of a waiter who obtained any information 
for the German authorities. 

“The public have been sadly misin- 
formed as to the usefulness of German 
waiters during the war. Ali the stories 
which have appeared with regard to wait- 
ers signalling from hotels on the coast 
are pure invention, just as the belicf 
that Zeppelins and Gothas were guided 
by mysterious motor-cars was nothing 
more than a poptlar myth.”

This, however, is a matter of transient 
urgency, which leaves fundamentals un 
touched. One uf the basic principles 
which Labour leaders, if they discern 
their own interestg and the trend of 
Progress, will surely enddwvour to have 
recognised is that evérything the indivi- 
dual possesses he owes to the community, 
and that he musy not only acknowledge 
the debt, bug pay it.

These factors produced a labour 
organisation which railways, newapapers, 
and telegraphg contributed ‘to perfect, 
and now all mankind is tending stendily 
and painfully to bocomy one vast collec 
tivity for producing and sharing on more 
equitable -lines tho means of living do- 
cently. This change is coming with tha 
fatality of a natural law, and tho utmost 
that the wiscet Governments can do ig to 
direct it through pacifie channel, and 
distodgo artificial obstacles to its course, 
Ono may approvg or condemn thiy move- 
ment ‘necording to one’, convictions or 
sontimonts, but it is rapidly gaining 
ground, and will ond’ by sweeping away 
all obstacles. —Datly Telegraph,

WILL GERMANY JOIN THE 
' LEAGUE? 


HERR ERZBERGER’S IDEA 3 
WORLD PEACE. 


+ [By &. 4, McoURDY, BP.) 
7 ’ 
(Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry 
of Food, and one of the founders of 
the League of Nations Bociety.) 

From the British point of view the 
League of Nations that we are now suild- 
ing will be » consecration of the alliance 
which has brought German militarism to 
the ground;-n permanent union of the 
Great Powers who one by one found them- 
selves forced into partnership for wutual 
defence against a wanton war of aggres 
sion on the part of Germany and her 
allies. 

The weakness of the present league of 
allics was the fact that. it was not in exist- 
ence when Germany and Austria resolved 
to make war; the problem for the future 
is to unsure that any similar attempt to 
disturb the word's peace by a wanton act 
of war should be immediately confronted 
by the organised and equipped resources 
of all the peace-loving nations of the 
world. 

THE ONE EBSENTIAL. 

For that purpose it is desirable, but 
certainly not essential, that in the future 
League of Nations Germany should firtd 


a rH acu, : 

Nhat is cssential is that its members 
should constitute a good! working majority 
of the Great Powers, strong enough effec- 
tively to overawe or suppress any would- 
be world conquerors of the future. 

An alliance between the British Hm- 
pire und the United States of America 
might of itself form a very effective 
Jeague for that purpose. 

err Erzberger regards the coming 
League of Nations from quite a different 
point of view. He admits that the viola 
tion of Belgium was a wrongful act, 
otherwise he discloses ne sense uf wrong: 
doing on the part of Germany for her part 
in the Morld wae, On the contrary, he 
represents the war as having arisen out 
of a Una-fde dispute between Austria 
and Serbia, ignoring altogether the secret 
council of July 5th, when that dispute 
was arranged for and the time-table of 
aggression was prepared... That aggree-' 
sive war is an intolorable orime against) 
humanity and that Germany is ‘now in 
the dock to answer for that crime haa not 
yet occurred to Herr Erzberger. 

His schethe for a League of Nations is 
summed up in six pointa:— 

1.—Compulsory arbitration. 

2.--Disarmament. 

3.~-Freedom of the seas. 

4.—The open door. 

5.—The universal opening up of Africa, } 

6.—Tho permanent neutrality of small 

States. te : 

_All disputes must be settled by grbitea- 
tion; disarmament is to be universal. 
Tho British Navy must disappear from 
the seas, and whether the League is suc- 
essful in proventing future wars or not, 
England must no longer be permitted to/ 
hold in her bands all the important 
straits and sca routes. The freedom of 
the seas will not be established to the, 
satisfaction of Horr Erzbergor—

Erzberger claims that the German‘ 
nation ‘has a cultural ri and a 
mora] obligation to engage in colonial 
activities, . , The insistence upon 
colonial possessions is, therefore, 5: 
queation of national honour and of her 
equality of rights aa a civiliséd nation, | 
as compared with the other nations 
Burope: | 
On all these points there is obviously 5 

wide difference of opinion between Herr 
Erzborger and ourselves. We desire to 
organise the forces of righteousness to the 
extent necessary to keep down perman 
ently disturbors of the 

err Erzberger desires to start by dig- 

arming the guardians of the peace. Wp 
shall not sacrifice the British Navy oF 
the British trade routes. We shall not 
restore the native races of Africa to the 
blessings of German Kultur. 

Herr Erzberger telle us that “without 
freedom of the seas, the open door, 
equal commercial facilities, and a pro- 
per share for Germany ig the opening 
up of Africa, Germany will not join 
a League of Nations.” 

In that case the League will have to do 
without her.
